Arbuckle, doubtless justly, was de­ 
clared not guilty of the murder with 
which ho w as charged.

low habits. 
H e probably h , to was 
no w orse than others of his kimi who i 
have not suffered for their sins as ho . 
has, but he is more notorious. 
He J 
stands in the public mind for fast liv- j 
lug and general depravity, 
lie ts o> ! 
poor m odel for the youth of the land. 
And yet he is a free citizen, entitled 
to get a job if he can and to hold it 
if he can. 
is it fuir to deny him an­ 
other chance at the kind of work no 
Is supposed to be tit for? 
There is at 
leaBt a question about it. 
We are not at all sure but that the 
good people who are 
protesting 
so 
•te n u o u s ly again st his reappearance 
wouiti accom plish more for righteous 
ness if they dropped this ph*S3 of the 
m atter and, if he reappears, refrained 
from going to see him and used their 
influence with others to do likew ise. 
If Arbuckle is m erely kept out of r 
job he w ill be regarded in his own 
circles a-s a martyr. 
If 
the 
public, 
having the opportunity, 
should 
re­ 
buke him by staying away from his 
show s, it would be a solem n and prob­ 
ably som ew hat effective 
w arning
